SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Marijuana Grower’s Insider’s Guide is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book is a technical guide to the cultivation and processing of the plant Cannabis. 
The information in the book is reasonably complex and detailed although the author 
claims to target both the novice and experienced grower. The author canvasses a 
range of alternative options for persons interested in cultivating cannabis but refrains 
from providing step by step instructions. 

The author warns any prospective grower of the legal consequences of growing 
cannabis unlawfully including the potential for property confiscation. To this end the 
author turns the reader's attention to various strategies that are designed to avoid the 
detection of cannabis plants by the police. Several of the pages provide advice on 
minimising the possibility of detection by means of pruning and training of plants or the 
construction of growing environments. These strategies still allow for high yields of 
usable product. This information is accompanied by photographs of plants and 
shelters that have been successful in achieving this design. While the author alludes 
to the potential for the theft of plants by cannabis users, the main purpose of such 
measures is to avoid criminal prosecution. Such a purpose points to the publication 
promoting and encouraging the cultivation of cannabis. 
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In classifying this publication the Classification Office is aware of the social concerns 
that exist over cannabis use by young persons, and the costs of enforcing drug laws. 
The Classification Office is therefore of the opinion that the availability of the 
publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. In reaching this conclusion, the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been expressly taken into consideration. 
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
